Although reports have been submitted to the 
Department on all citizens councils concerning which 
we have conducted investigations and inquiries to date, 
the Department has indicated the activities of these 
organizations do not fall within the purview of Executive 
Order 10450. In view of this fact, there is no basis 
upon which to base justification for further inquiry. 
Therefore, you are instructed to immediately discontinue 
inquiries concerning all citizens councils upon receipt 
of this letter. It is your responsibility to also 
immediately notify auxiliary offices of the discontinuance 
of the investigation. 

In order that the Bureau may continue to carry 
out its responsibilities of keeping interested Government 
agencies informed of information of interest to them, you 
must continue your efforts to keep abreast of developments 
in order that the Bureau may be apprised of any situation 
which indicates a potential for violence. In obtaining 
information, however, absolutely no inquiries are to be 
made by you. You must secure the desired information 
through close scrutiny of the public press plus whatever 
information may be volunteered to you.

With respect to the use of confidential 
informants, I want it clearly understood that no 
informant is to be given any assignment in connection 
with obtaining information regarding the activities of 
citizens councils without prior Bureau authority. If 
you have a confidential informant already reporting on 
citizens councils matters you may continue to accept 
information volunteered by the informant but you must 
not give him any additional assignments in this field. 

If you feel it is necessary for some specific reason to 
continue an informant in a particular citizens council 
you must immediately advise the Bureau, together with 
the identity of the informant, his reliability and your 
assurance that continued operation of the informant will 
not result in any embarrassment to the Bureau. 

Each office receiving copies of this letter 
must submit to the Bureau a monthly summary of information 
concerning the activities of citizens councils in your 
respective territories. The first such letter is to be 
submitted to reach the Bureau by January 15 , 1957 , and 
each succeeding letter must be submitted to reach the 
Bureau by the fifteenth of each month. This summary, 
which shall consist of an original and seven copies, 
must be submitted in memorandum form suitable for dissemi- 
nation and forwarded to the Bureau by cover letter. These 
summary memoranda and your cover letter must bear the 
caption "Citizens Councils, (name of field office)". 

Each of these summary memoranda must also be dated. 

As in the past, information received concerning 
citizens councils which requires expeditious handling 
must not be delayed for inclusion in the monthly summary 
but must be furnished to the Bureau promptly by whatever 
means of communication is required by the nature of the 
information.

The Courier Journal, Louisville, K entuck y, 
a newspaper of general circulation, in a story on 
January 17, 1957 reported that Billy Ray^Branham, 

17, characterized as a "Louisville segregationist, " 
was arrested by the Chief of Police, Shively, Kentucky, 
on January if, 1957 after Branham had tried to oust 
the Police Chief from a meeting Branham was conducting 
at the Commercial Club of St. Helens. According to this 
story about thirty youths, including a sixteen year 
old girl, were attending the meeting, which was being 
addressed by Branham. The Chief of Police, according 
to the story, went to the club after receiving a report 
that minors were attending the meeting in violation of 
a state law which forbids the presence of minors in 
establishments licensed for alcoholic beverages, the 
Commercial Club of St. Helens having such a license. 
Branham, according to the story, challenged the right 
of the Shively Police Chief, Luther Melton, to 
enter the meeting and demanded that he leave. After 
an exchange of remarks in which Branham was reported 
as having said, "Go ahead, lock me up, " Branham was 
arrested. Later, according to the report in the 
newspaper, twelve of the youths who had been at the 
meeting, returned to the hall to drink beer and 
whiskey, and they wet? e arrested. The ages of the- 
other youths arrested ranged from sixteen to twenty. 

The newspaper story reported that Millard Grubbs, 
Chairman, Citizens Councils of Kentucky, had made 
arrangements for the rental of the hall. Branham 
and the other juveniles arrested were handled by 
the Jefferson County Juvenile Court.

Stern action by the Grand Jury is needed to prevent the individual crimes 
of the Courier Journal and the Louisville Times and .their puppets, in the 
frame-up against Billy Branham from becoming public guilt.

connection with the drinking party the Louisville Times and Courier Journal 
as the main sponsors of the plot to ruin Branham gleefully associated his 
name with the new group who had assembled long after he had been taken away* 

Who arranged the drinking' party? Why didn*t the Chief of Police lock the doors 
to the building when he knew the one who had given the party had been taken 
away and would not be back that night?

3* These defendants had been informed that the 
trial judge, in a conversation with one of 
his neighbors , that the cases would be dis- 
missed or postponed to await the outcome of 
the investigation of the matter by the Grand 
Jury, 

4# The defendants appeared at the trial unprepar- 
ed to defend themselves 9 They were deprived 
of a trial by jury. 

The Branham child Ijett was astounded when he found out that Judge 
Boone was going to put the defendants on trialo He left the courtroom 
to obtain advice in the matter and while he was gone Boone hurried the 
defendants to conviction and when young Branham -tendered the motion 
above quoted Boone overruled the motion and with bitter feeling ordered 
him from the courtroom® In a report to the press the boy Branham gave 
these facts to the city desk of the Courier"' Journal on Saturday at noon 
on January 27* 195^« These vital facts and cirnfslances were not mentioned 
by these supporter of race mongrelization® 

This organization hopes that this Grand Jury will subpoena the child- 
ren who were invited to Branham 1 s "get acquainted party” and were intimidat- 
ed # into leaving by Chief of Police Menton and his men and let them testify 
as’to whether or not the Chief of Police was "ordered out” we also believe 
the Grand Jury should inquire into the facts and circurstances connected 
with the report put out ‘by Judge Boone that he intended to postponed or 
dismiss the case, and them changed his mind quickly and misled Branham 
and some of the defendants®

The Louisville Times, Louisville, Kentucky, 
a newspaper of general circulation, on February 7# 

1957s reported that the breach of peace charge against 
"school boy segregationist Billyr-Samnham" had been 
dropped (Jefferson County, Kentucky Juvenile Court). 

The story recalled that Branham had been arrested in 
Shively, Kentucky, on January 1 6, 1957, when he ordered 
the Chief of Police of Shively, Kentucky, out of a 
club in which he was holding a meeting. The same 
story mentioned that the club had been charged with 
selling whiskey and wine without a license, permitting 
minors to loiter and allowing disorder on the premises. 

The Courier Journal, Louisville, Kentucky, 
a newspaper of general circulation, on February 28, 

1957# reported that the February Jefferson County 
Grand Jury in its final report .-noted that Millard 
Dee Grubbs, 1427 South 6th Street, Louisville, Kentucky, 
came before the Grand Jury " 'presenting facts con- 
cerning the character of Billy Branham, requesting 
that we investigate some of the editorials printed 
in the Courier Journal.' " The Grand Jury voted not 
to take action on Grubbs request since Branham had 
made no complaint, the story related. It was also 
reported that Grubbs had objected to editorials 
appearing after Branham, "a self-styled foe of inte- 
gration", was arrested at a meeting in Shively, Kentucky 
on January 16, 1957# on a charge of breach of peace. 

Millard De'S^GTubbs has been frequently 
identified in Louisville newspapers as the chairman 
of the Citizens Councils of Kentucky. 



The Louisville Times on March 11, 1957* 
reported that Billy Ray Branham, "youthful segregationist, " 
had on that date filed affidavits charging Louisville 
Police Chief Carl E. Heustis, Shively, Kentucky Police 
Chief Luther Melton and Mark Ethridge, Publisher, 

The Louisville Times and The Courier Journal, Louisville 
newspapers, with criminal libel. Details of the charges 
were not reported. 

The Courier Journal on March 7* 1957* in 
a story date-lined March 3* 1957* at Miami, Florida 
reported "segregationist John Kasper said today that 
Louisville may be his next target . " 

Kasper reportedly stated that breaking up 
integration in Louisville "where the public-school system 
has drawn praise from President Eisenhower for its smooth 
desegregation 'would be a pushover' for his Seaboard 
White Citizens Council, 'if I only had some time to get 
up there and get my people to work. ' " 

Kasper reportedly stated he was going to get 
to Louisville "'pretty quick.'" He stated according 
to the story that he would tear down Omer Carmichael's 
house of cards pretty quick. Kasper identified Carmichael 
according to the story as "'President Eisenhower's 
stooge . 1 " The story noted that Carmichael is super- 
intendent of Louisville schools. 

Kasper was quoted as saying that people in 
the Louisville area are segregationists by tradition 
but that_he did not know just when he could get to 
Louisville .

The Louisville Times, Louisville, Kentucky, a 
newspaper of general Circulation, on March 11, 1957 reported 
that Billy Ra3r^©Banham, youthful segregationist, had on that 
date filed affidavits charging the Louisville Chief of Police 
Carl Jg^Vfleustis, Shively Police Chief Luthe^WJeTton andH Mark 
J^Jthridge, Publisher of the Louisville Time and The Courier 
Journal, Louisville newspapers, with criminal libel. 

The Louisville Times on March 27 and March 28, 1957 
reported the trial based on this charge. Charges against 
Shively, Kentucky Police Chief Luther Melton were dropped 
on the basis that there were no grounds for such a charge 
against him. 

The Louisville Times on March 28, 1957 reported 
that Jefferson County, Kentucky Quarterly Court Judge 
Arthur C. Coaplen ruled that there had been neither 
malice nor willfulness shown in statements made by 
Louisville Police Chief Carl Heustis, which statements 
were published in the newspapers. 

The Judge said it had been reasonably shown 
that Heustis had made a true statement when he said of 
Branham: 

"‘If there ever was a person with 
the avowed goal of stirring up 
racial strife, he's the boy.'"

Activity of the CCK in Louisville l^as been thoroughly 1 , 
covered by the Louisville Police Department. As the Bureau 
has been previously advised, MILLARD^IRUBBS emphasizes the 
non-violent approach to the problem ''and argues that the 
objective of segregated schools in Kentucky can be achieved 
through legal means . He maintains that the Supreme Court • / 
decisions relative to racial integration In public schools 
are unconstitutional. Recent literature of the CCK calls 
for impeachment of Supreme Court members and President 
EISENHOWER, and their trial for treason. The allegation of 
treason on the part of the Supreme Court is based upon the 
alleged unconstitutionality and illegality of the school 
decisions, which decisions GRUBBS alleges follow the 
Communist Party line. The President's alleged treason is 
based upon the dispatch of the United States Army to 
Little Rock in the recent segregation trouble in that city.

The principal speaker was Admiral' JOHN G. CROMMELIN 
introduced by IffiLLARM^BSo CROMMELIN stated that he was 
on an extended (beg&ra&ng 1950) furlough from the Navy because 
of making public his disagreement with policies of the Armed 
Forces o He described his platform as being opposed to the 
Communist conspiracy and the "Communist controlled" National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored people and its 
"plans for mongrel igat ion of the South.," He stated he feels 
that the election in one state of an official who advocates 
his platform will' start a movement throughout the Nation, 

He requested all persons attending the. meeting write their 
acquaintances and friends in Alabama/requesting their 
assistance in electing him governox/of Alabama. CROMMELIN 
stressed his friendship with JOHnJ^PER.^'^CROMMELIN 
indicated that his program differed from that pf MILLApp 
GRUBBS in that he felt that the best way to bring about the 
conditions of his platform is to get the backing of the; general 
public. He was critical of the program of GRUBBS in that he 
indicated doubt as to the success of having President 
Eisenhower indicted* arrested* tried* and convicted of treason. 

GRUBBS immediately took issue with CROMMELIN and -an 
argument started between the two,, involving members of the 
audiepee some of whom .took sides. 'Several persons left the 
meeting at this point and from noises coming from the hallway 
outside the meeting room* it sounded as if those who left 
were having a meeting outside. CROMMELIN did' not leave but remained 
until the end of the meeting. GRUBBS thereafter explained his 
platform* calling for the arrest and prosecution of any person 
who violates the Constitution of the United States* including 
President Eisenhower. GRUBBS indicated displeasure . and dis- 
appointment at the dissension developing -in that he had called 
the meeting to explain .and propose his platform and have it 
adopted by the meeting.' He indicated that he would call .another 
iaeeting for this purpose. Five unidentified men* apparently 
friends and supporters of CROMMELIN were making ridiculing 
remarks concerning GRUBBS during a part of the meeting. 

Rev. JAMES SOLE* Nopth Carolina* who in the opinion 
of the source "could be considered a tpp-notch rabble-rouser* " 
snake regarding the "real truth" concerning "the riot of, the 

[ in Robeson County* North Carolina." He stated b ® 
that twelve Ku KLux Klan members had assembled on private b/c 

property to have a closed meeting and that 1*000 so-called 
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1 took over this meeting forcing the Ku KLux 
Klan members to ran for their lives. The Klan members* 
he said* were denied, police protection. COLE said that 
as he was fleeing* several shots were fired at the automobile 
in which he was riding* breaking the windows. COLE 
attributed the trouble to Life magazine and other newspapers* 
claiming it was a set-up to create bad publicity for the 
Klan. 


Following COLE 5 8 speech, MILLARD GRUBBS made a 
remark to the effect 'that , it might be a 'good idea if the 
KLansmen on the next occasion should be armed. The source 
indicated that this was the first time to ■ his knowledge 
that GRUBBS had ever made such a remark* he having,, gone 
to some ^Lengths on previous occasions to stress the use 
of peaceful* .legal means as opposed to violence.

The source did not learn the significance of arm 
bands worn by most of the persons attending which bore a 
red "W" inscribed on a blue and white background. 


The source indicated that the group, that walked 
out of the meeting at the time of the disagreement between 
CRGMMELIN and GRUBBS was" not large but that people gradually 
left until* as previously mentioned* only about twenty-five 
were left.

Brief background will be developed 
concerning the Louisville residents with a view to determining 
if one or more of them will be suitable to approach as a possible 
informant. 


Sturgis, Kentucky, contact with whom was authorized by the Bureau 
in this matter has been contacted. Although not a member of 
the Citizens Council in the Sturgis area, he is familiar with 
all of the incorporators of the private school established in 
that area by Citizens Council adherents and has furnished 
personal information concerning them which may enable selecting 
other potential sources more closely connected with the Citizens 
Council.

WHITE CHRISTIAN MANIFESTO - 1960 


A White Mass-Meeting, sponsored by The Citizens Council of Ky. ,Inc., presided 
over by Millard D. Grubbs, Chairman of its Board of Directors, was held at 8:00 P. M. 

Wed., Feb. 10, 1960, at Liberty Hall, Louisville, Ky. , and the following RESOLUTION 
was unanimously adopted:

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, Art. VI of the Constitution of the United States requires all members 
of the U.S. Congress, members of the legislatures of the several States and all Executive 
and Judicial officers of both the United -States and of the several States, before entering 
upon the duties of their respective offices , to be BOUND BY OATH TO SUPPORT AND 
DEFEND THE CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES against all enemies, foreign and 
domestic; and, 

WHEREAS, many so-called Jews are holding key positions in the governments of the 
United States and the several States, and in county and municipal governments in the various 
States of the United States, who are members of a Tribe, which refers to itself as "World Jewry" 
and is controlled by Jewish Law; and, 

WHEREAS, this said Jewish World-Tribe, on one of their ceremonial or 
memorial days, called Day of Atonement, (YOM KIPPUR), held on or about Sept. 24th of 
each year, (10 days after ROSH HASHANAH, their New Year's Day), at which time 
they take the following Vow, 

KQL NIDRE VOW 

"All vows, obligations, oaths, or anathemas, pledges of all names, 
which we have vowed, sworn, devoted, or bound ourselves to, FROM 
THIS DAY OF ATONEMENT to the next day of atonement, (whose 
arrival we hope for in happiness)., WE REPENT AFOREHAND OF 
THEM ALL. They shall be deemed absolved, forgiven, annulled, 

VOID AND OF NO EFFECT. They shall not be binding, nor have any 
power; the vows shall not be reckoned vows; the obligations shall not 
be obligatory, nor the oaths be considered as oaths." 


This KOL NIDRE VOW Is a self-evident attempt to commit the most brazen and 
audacious crimes imaginable. It proposes to repent in advance for the frauds and crimes 
they contemplate commiting during the coming twelve months, and utterly destroys the 
binding effect and very purpose of the Oath they are required to take to hold public office 
in the United States, and totally disqualifies them even to vote, or participate in the civil 
and political life of this Nation ; 

NOW THEREFORE , BE IT RESOLVED, in this meeting, that the criminal 
nature and disqualifying effect of this Kol Nidre Vow of the so-called Jews , made and 
taken, by them on YOM KIPPUR, their Day of Atonement, be brought to the attention of 
the President of the United States, all Cabinet Members, all Governors of States, and 
all Law Enforcement Officers of each State; and, 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that all Citizens Council Groups, throughout the 
several States , and all other worthy and patriotic groups be called upon as real Christ- 
ians and true Americans to immediately call mass meetings, in their respective cities, 
towns and communities, to introduce and adopt similar resolutions; and, 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED , THAT ANY and ALL White Christians who 
reject and will not join in this work to defend and vindicate the religion of their Lord and 
Saviour, Jesus Christ from the false and blasphemous attacks now being made upon His 
Kingdom by the Communist Jewish Atheists and Apostate Judah and its renegade rabbis, 
be excluded from the society of all true Christians and loyal Americans. 

(Introduced by Dr. Edward R. Fields, of Louisville, Ky; seconded by Mr. Walter Mullikin. 
Motion for adoption having been properly made and seconded, it was submitted to the meet- 
ing and was unanimously adopted.)

The only Citizens Council known to be in existence 
in Kentucky at the current time is the Citizens Council of 
Kentucky, Inc. (CCKI). This is subject of Bufile 105-34237-27 
and Louisville file 105-177. This Council was incorporated in 
Jefferson County, Kentucky, in May, 1956. Its headquarters are 
designated as 1427 South 6th Street, Louisville, Kentucky. 

There are no chapters of this Council currently in operation 
in Kentucky. No information is available upon which to base an 
estimate as to the number of current members of this Council 
as there is no indication the Council has been engaged in any 
organized activity such as the holding -of meetings and the like 
for the past several years. Available ipjPormation indicates that 
currently the organization is a paper^o^ganization operated almost 
entirely by its ^Chairman MILLARD DEE^RUBBS . 


2. LEADERS 




The leader of the CCKI in Kentucky is MILLARD DEE GRUBB;

GRUBBS is an ardent, rabid segregationist. In the past, 
he has maintained he is opposed to violence in his efforts to 
defeat integration and GBHBBS feels violence only hurts the cause 
of segregation. Because of GRUBBS' very strong, open views on 
the subject of segregation, the possibility does exist that he, 
by expression of such views, could arouse in others a potential 
for vjdLence, however, this office has received no indication 
indicating GRUBBS would intentionally engage in such activity 
or there has been any change in his past expression of his opposition 
to violence in his efforts to promote segregation. 
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
